WHAT ROOSEVELT SLID OF STANDARD 


A few of the salient points in th® 
message of President 
Roosevelt to 
congress, accom panying the Garfield 
Oil report follows: 
* * * 
The report shws that the 
Standard Oil Com pany has benefit- 
present m om ent by secret rate, many 
of these secre rate being clearly un­ 
lawful. 
This benefit am ounts to at 
least three-quarters of a million a 
year. 
This three-quarters of a mil­ 
lion represents the profit that the 
Standard Oil Com pany obtains at the 
expense of the railroads; but of course 
the ultimate result is that it obtains 
a much larger profit at the expense of 
the public. 
A very striking result of 
the investigation has been that sh o rt­ 
ly after the discovery of these secret 
rates by the Commissioner of Corpo­ 
rations, the m ajor portion of them 
were prom ptly corrected bv the rail­ 
roads, so that most of them have now 
been done away with. 
The immediate 
correction, partial or complete, of the 


evil of the secret rates is of course 
on the hand an acknowledgement that 
they were wrong, and \’et were per­ 
severed in until exposed; and on the 
other hand a proof of the efficiency of 
| the work that has been done b y .the 
I Bureau of Corporations. 
Open Rates Overwhelm. 
O ne feature of the report which is 
I especially worthy of attention is the 
showing made as to the way in which 
the law is evaded by treating as State 
commerce what is in reality merely 
a part of interstate commerce. 
It is 
clearly shown, for instance, that this 
! device is employed on the New York 
Central Railroad, as well as on many 
I other railroads, in such fashion as to 
jam ount to thw arting the purpose of 
:the law, although the forms of the 
I law may be complied with. 
It is unfortunately not true that tile 
Standard Oil Company is the only 
great corporation which in the im­ 
mediate past has benefitted, and is at 


tTils moment benefitting, iii wholly im­ 
proper fashion! by an elaborate series 
of rate discriminations, which permit 
it to profit both at th e expense of 
its rivals and of the general public. 
The attorney general reports to me 
that the investigation now going on 
as to the shipments by the sugar trust 
over the trunk lines running out of 
New York City tends to show that 
the sugar trust rarely if ever pays the 
lawful rate for transportation, and is 
thus improperly, aud probably unlaw­ 
fully, favored at the Expense of its 
competitors and of the general public. 
Standard Gets Best of It. 
Rutin addition to these secret rates 
the Standard Oil profits immensly by 
open rates, which are so arranged as 
to give it an overwhelming advan­ 
tage over its independent competitors. 
The refusal of the railroads in cer­ 
tain cases to prorate produces anal­ 
ogous effects. 
Thus in New England 
the refusal of certain railway systems 
to prorate has has resulted in keeping 
the Standard Oil iii absolute m onopo­ 
listic control of the field, enabling it 
to charge from three to four hundred 


thousand dollars a year more to the 
consumers of oil in New Eengland 
than they would have to pay had the 
price paid been that obtaining in the 
competitive fields. 
* * * 
The Standard Oil Company 
has, largely by unfair or unlawful 
methods, crushed out home competi­ 
tion. 
It is highly desirable that an 
element of competition should be in­ 
troduced by the passage of some such 
law as that which h^g already pass- 
the hous, putting alcohol used in the 
arts and m anufactures upon the free 
list. 
Furtherm ore, the time has come 
when no oil or coal lands held by the 
government, either upon the public 
domain proper or in territory owned 
by the indian tribes, should be alien­ 
ated. 
The fee to such lands should 
be kept in the United States Gov­ 
ernment whether or not the profits 


arising from it are to be given to any 


indian tribe, and the lands should be 


leased only on such term s and for 


such periods as will enable the Gov­ 


ernment to keep entire control there.
